AWARD 

Whereas the employers in relation to the management of 
Bhilai Steel Plant, Bhilai and their workmen represented by 
Samyukta Khadan Mazdoor Sangh, Rajhara Mines Branch 
jointly applied to the Central Government under sub-section 
(2) of Section 10 of the I.D. Act, 1947 for reference 
an industrial dispute that exists between them, the Govern- 
ment of India, Ministry of Labour and Rehabilitation in the 


Department of Labour and Employment by their order No. 
L-26011 /5/71-l.R-lV dated nil referred the said industrial 
dispute to this Tribunal under sub-section (2) of S. 10 of 
the I.D. Act. 1947 for adjudication upon the issue as in 
the schedule below :

After the receipt of the oi’dcr of reference two workmen of 
Rajhara Mines Shri P. J. George and M. C, Verghese, crush- 
ing plant operators filed a joint petition before this Tribunal 
for being impleaded as parties to the reference as they ate 
very much concerned in the terms of the reference. Simi- 
larly Shri B. Neogi, another operator of the Rajhara Mines 
filed a petition for being impleaded a party as he is also 
very much concerned in the terms of reference. Their prayers 
were allowed. The management, the Samyukta Khadan 
Mazdoor Sangh Union and Shri B. Neogi filed their res- 
pective written statements. 

The management in (heir writien statement submits (hat they 
have not a fixed principle for determining the seniority of 
their workmen and the principle has already been circulated 
by General Manager order No. 42 dated 21-4-1964 (Anne- 
xure I) and the said order has been fully implemented by 
the management. The management accordingly incorporated 
in their written statement a list of seniority as determined 
by them, Shri Lalit Burm.in representing the union, Sam- 
yukta Khadan Mazdoor Sangh submits that he represents 
all the workmen except S/Shri B. Neogi, M. C. Verghese 
and P. J. George. The union’s case is that Shri K. M. Mishra 
and C. P. V. Nair who were .senior attendants were rightly 
given authorisation on 26-11-62 to work as operator. As 
some injustice was done to the above two workmen in res- 
pect of their seniority the management agreed to give notional 
seniority to these workmen with effect from 26-11-62 instead 
of from the date of their promotion w.e.f. 13-1-1964. ft is 
further slated that Shri B. Neogi who was an A.ssistant Sam- 
pler and outsider in the line of promotion for ci ushing plant 
was improperly introduced in the crushing plant and given 
Aulhorisation to work as operator w.e.f. 26-11-62. Similarly 
authorisation was improperly given to S/Shri P, J. George 
and M. C. Verghese to work as operator w.e.f. 26-11-62 as 
they were junior to others who wcic not given authorisation 
to work as operators. It is contended that Shri B. Neogi, 
Shri P. J. George and Shri M. C, Verghese should not have 
been authorised to work as operator w.e.f. 26-11-62 before 
giving chance to their seniors and those in the line of pro- 
motion. According to them the seniority list as prepared 
by the management has been vitiated by wrongly placing 
S/Shvi B. Neogi, P. J, George and M. C. Verghese at si. Nos. 
4. 5 and 6 respectively and their position in the seniority 
list should have been actually SI. Nos. II, 12 and 13. It is 
therefore prayed that the order of seniority of the operators 
be awarded as given in anncxcure VII to their written state- 
ment. Substance of the case of Shri B. Neogi in his written 
.statement is that he was originally appointed in Hirri Mines 
under the Bhilai Steel Plant on 1-3-60 and was transferred 
to Rajhara Mines on 21-7-61 and posted in an non-super- 
vising cadre and then Assistant Sampler in the scale of 
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no— 170. He was put to undergo a training in operation 
of crushing plant from 21-10-61 and ultimately he wa-i given 
formal authorisation to work as operator w.e.f. 26-11-62. 
He was confirmed as an operator in the scale of Rs. 160—280 
(revised) on 13-1-1964 subject to a probationary period of 
one year and tbe approved grade of operator was given to 
him from 13-1-65 on completion of the pi^batioiiary period. 
Being aggrieved he raised an industrial dispute which was 
ultimately referred to an Arbitrator wlm passed an aw.ird 
directing the management to place the petitioner in the grade 
of operator tRs. 200 — 350) with effect from 26-11-62 and 
he was directed to be paid all arrears. He became second 
in the seniority list, the undisputed seniormost man being 
Shri Jaggii Singh. In terms of an agreement dated 21-10-70 
with Samyukta Khadan Mazdoor Sangh the management most 
arbitrarily and without giving any chance of defence to him 
revised /jC seniority list of the crushing plant operators and 
granted notional seniority to S/Shri K. M. Mishra and 
C, P. V. Nair with effect from 26-1 1-62 pushing them 2nd 
and 3rd in the seniority list after Jaggu Singh and relegating 
him (Shri Neogi) to the 4th position. Several affected persons 
rtiised industrial dispute against the revision of the seniority 
list by the management and ultimately the Central Govern- 
ment referred the dispute for adjudication to this Tribunal. 
He therefore prays being put as seniormost among the opc- 
ralon, 2nd only to Shri Jaggu Singh. He accordingly prays 
for his seniority being fixed like that. S/Shri P. I. George 
and M. C. Verghese did not ultimately take part in the hear- 
ing of (he reference. 

Admittedly, five persons viz. S/Shri C. P. V. Nair, K. M. 
Mishra, B. Neogi, P.T, George and M. C. Verghese were 
given authorisation to work as operators in crushing plant 
fioin 26-11-62. The case of Shri B. Neogi and S/Shri P. I, 
George and M. C. Verghese were referred to arbitration over 
the grant of approved grade to Sri B. Neogi and over the 
issue of appointing of S/Sri P. J. George and M C. Verghese 
a.s crushing plant operators and the learned Arbitiator by 
his award dated 29-11-65 ordered that Shri B. Neogi should 
he brought in the scale of Rs. 200 — 350 ns operator (CP) 
w.e.f. 26-11-62 and all the arrears of wages should he paid 
to him. Similar order was passed by the Arbitrator in respect 
of S/Shri P. .1. George and M. C. Verghese directing to bring 
them in the scale of Rs. 200 — 350 (Revised) as crushing 
plant operator w.e.f. 26-11-62. There are eleven more work- 
men named in the order of reference whose case will be dealt 
with scperately. From the side of union S.K.M.S. the very 
basis of the aulhorisation given by the management to S/.Shri 
B. Neogi, P. J. George and M. C. Verghese has been eh.il- 
langcd. It may be noted here that the terms of reference 
are— whtit should be the seniority of the crushing plant 
opeiMtors. The order of reference does not authorise the 
Tribunal to go behind the terms of reference. In other 
sorks. the Tribunal does not get any authoriiv from the 
order of reference to go into the question about the propriety 
or otherwise of the authorisation given by the management 
to the three workmen as referred to above. The plain fact 
lemains that this Tribunal has to start from tbe point that 
the anthorisntion given to the above nersons are all in order 
and accepting the fact that all the persons named in the order 
of reference as operators, 1 have to determine their seniority 
as operators. Bearing the above thing in mind T proceed, 
ll is contended from the side of SanmuKta Khadan Mazdoor 
Sangh that Shri B. Neogi who is rated No, 3 in the senionly 
list as prepared by the company is a stranger to the caishing 
plant. He was not in the line of promotion mid accordingly 
he cannot he given seniority over other workmen who were 
in the line of promotion and given authorisation to work ns 
operators. Now it is in The evidence that the system of 
line of promotion was infrodneed only in 1964. Shri B. 
Neogi w:is brought in the crushing plant in 1961 and he 
has been working there since that lime. Thcie is nothing 
to show that in 1961 or 1962 there was any prohmition to 
introduce strangers to the crushing plant, On the other hand 
the evidence is that workmen whatsoever might be their 
line of promotion could be brought to a p.aiticnlar job 
if they show inclination for that job, In that view of the 
matter I do not think that Sri B. Neogi can be dubbed as 
a stranger to the crushing plant and deprived of all the 
benefits that may accrue to him in the crushing plant. Be 
that as it may the last say in the matter comes from the 
Arbitrator to whom the case of Shri Neogi was referred to. 
The Arbitrator directed to place Shri Neogi as an operator 
in the regular grade w.e.f. 26-11-62 and that being so. no 
objection can possibly be taken against him any more in 
respect of the authorisation given to him by the management 
It might be that the mtmagement had given him regular grade

from 1965 in the post of operator but everything is set right 
by the award of the Arbitrator and (he position of Shii B. 
Neogi is regularised as such. In the same breath it is worth- 
while discussing the case of S/Shri P. 3. George and M. C. 
Verghese against whose seniorty the Samyukta Khadan Maz- 
door San.gh has their ow'n grievance. Whatever might have 
happened in the ptist with regard to these two persons 
the Aibitriitor directed them to be put in proper grade of 
operators (CP) from 26-11-62 with all back wages and the 
management duly implemented the same. It was argued 
in some way that the atrthorisation were not given to S/Shri 
P. I. George and M, f.. Verghese immediately tiller thc_aw,ard 
but there is nothing convincing in respect of the objection. 
The question now conics as to what should be their position 
in the seniority list when all of them weic authorised to 
work as operators (CP) w.e.f. 26-11-62. It appears that 
S/Shi'i C. P. V. Nair and K. M. Mishra were confirmed m 
the post of operators w.e.f. 13-1-64. As a rcsiill of the 
award by the learned Arbitrator in favour of S/Shri B. 
Neogi, M. C. Verghese and P. J. George, the seniority list 
had to undergo ii change and the order of seniority become 
(I) Shri B. Neogi (2) Shri P. J. George (3) Shri M. C. Ver- 
ghese (4l Shri K. M. Mi.shra and (5) Shri C. P. V. Nair 
and -SO on and so forth. It appears that an industrial dispute 
wtis raised by Samyukta khaa.an Mazdur Saiigh demanding 
confirmation of Shri K. M. Mishra and Shri C. P. V, Nair 
as operators w.e.f. 26-11-62 instead of from 13-Tb4 in view 
of the fact that some juniors have been appointed as such 
w.e.f. 26-11-62 as a result of the arbitration award. Then 
after discussions between the union (S K.M.S.) tmd the 
management, the management agreed to give Shri K. M, 
Mishia and Shri C. P. \'. Nair notional seniority w.e.f. 

26-1 1-62 i.c. the date of their authorisation. Admittedly, 
if this seniority is mainttiincd S/Shri C. P. V. Nair tmd 
R- M. Mi.shra become senior to Shri B. Neogi. Shri S. Dasgnpta 
representing Shri B. Neogi vehement!)' challan.ges the 
agreement between Samyukta Kluidtm Miiztiur Sangh 

and the managemcnl with regard to giving notional seniority to 
Shri C. P. V. Nair and Shri K. M. Mishra w.e.f, 26-11-62. 
His argument is that this fuel hits worked gieat injustice 
to Shri B. Neogi and others whose seniority undeivvent a 
change as a result of the above notional seniorily given to 
S/Shri K. M, Mishra and C. P. V. Ntiir. According to 
him when this agreement affected the established seniority 
of other operators the management should have given chance 
to the other operators and other unions to represent then 
case before any action was taken by the mantigement in 
respect of the same. The above agreement is said to be 
arbitrary, improper and opposed to natural iusticc so tar 
as other oncrators arc concerned. With regard to the agree- 
ment itself I find that it was duly signed and the evidence 
of the management witness is that it was duly sent to the 
Government according to law, and 1 have no l■cason to dis- 
believe that fact. While there i-, some suhsrtince in the 
argument of Shri Dasgnpttt that the incidence of notional 
seniority is not an ieal ptoposition and should be avoided 
as far as possible unless all affected workmen are given a 
chance to represent against it, T think there might he cases 
where such notional seniority may become a necessity. It 
all depends upon the facts and circiimstances ot each case 
to avoid injustice being done to certain woikmen in certain 
cii'cumstanccs. It is submitted that by viituc of his pre- 
awaid seniority Shri B, Neogi has risen to the post of charge- 
man but had to be demoted again to the post of operator 
or the revision of the seniority list as a result of the award. 
The overall facts and circumstances should however, not 
be lost sight of in this case. But for the award of the 
Arbitrator S/Shri C. P. V, Nair and K. M. Mishra would 
have been r.atcd above Shri B. Neogi in the seniority list 
by virtue of their own seniority ns senior attendnr.t.s before 
they were authorised to work as operators. In other words, 
as a result of the learned Arbitrator’s award a junior man 
like Shri B. Neogi superseded senior men like S/Slul C. P. V. 
Nair and K. 1)1. Mishra. Nobody has anything to say against 
.Shri B. Neogi being brought in us operators w.e.f. 26-11-62 
but when it comes to the extent of affecting the seniority of 
persons above him for no fault of theirs, ends of justice de- 
mand that something should be done to put matters right 
and the management cannot be said to be wrong if they 
have done something by their executive action. Even if 
we leave aside the agreement, the action of the management 
even if stio mutti, in giving notional seniority to S/Shri 
K. M. Mishra and C. P. V. Nair w.e.f, 26-11-62 in the cir- 
cumstances as stated above cannot be taken exception to. It 
sets light an injustice which crept in for reasons beyond 
the control of the management. All the above said and 
done I find that the notional seniority given to these twu 
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persons cannot and should not bo disturbed and as such the 
position of S/Shri Iv. M, Mishra and C. P. V. Nair in the 
seniority list comes 1st and 2nd above the 3rd position of 
Shri B. Neogi- In the light of the pleadings of the parties 
I would examine now the seniority of Shri E. Neogi as 
against S/Shri P. J. Gcoige and M. C. Verghese. It appears 
that before their authorisation to act as operators on 26-11-62 
they were attendants in the crushing plant as against Shri 

B. Neogi who was an Assistant sampler and then a trainee- 
in the crushing plant. (It appears front the evidence of Shri 
Neogi himself that us attendants S/Shri M. C, Verghese and 
P. J. George were in the scale of Rs. 130 — 170 from 1-4-62 
till the date of their authorisation. Shri B. Neogi as an 
Assistant sampler was in the higher scale of Rs. 130 — 170j. 
The S.K.M..S. in paragraph 5 of their written statement con- 
cede that the seniority of Shri B. Neogi should be ju.st above 
S/Shri P. J. George and M. C. Verghese. It may be men- 
tioned here that S.K.M.S, is the only union of workmen 
which is contesting the seniority as given by the management. 
The other workmen contesting is Shri B. Neogi who i.s 
interested in his own case of seniority and he does not 
represent the case of Shri P. I. George and M. C. Verghese. 
Accordingly he is not supposed to speak for them. Then, 
as the present phase of discussion is the relative seniority 
of Shri B. Neogi vis-a-vis S/Shri P. J. George and M. C. 
Verghese and as he has been placed above S/Shri P. J. 
George and M. C. Verghese in the seniority list by the 
mana.gemcr.t, he cannot have any complaint in this regard. 
No other opei tor comes before me at the time of hearing to 
challangc the seniority of SAShri P. J. George unci M. C. 
Verghese. Naturally therefore, the seniority of the above 
3 opcratois as fixed by the management cannot be called 
in queslion. That puts an end to the question of the order 
of seniority of S/Shri B. Neogi, P. J. Gcoige and M. C. 
Verghese. That apart, it appears from the award of the 
learned Arbilrator dated 29-11-65 that on 13-1-64 S/Shri 
P. J. George and M. C. Verghese were promoted to the 
scale of Rs, 130 — 170 and prior to 13-1-1964 they were 
in the scale of Rs, 110 — 143. Shri B. Neogi was transferred 
from Hiriy to Kajhara mines on 21-7-61 and was posted in 
non-supervising cadre and two months thereafter he was de- 
signated as Assistant sampler in the scale of Rs. 130 — 170. 
This is in the evidence of Shri B. Neogi, WW 2 that at that 
time the pay of the attendants was in the scale of Rs. 110 — 
130 (rei'ised). The S.K.M.S. in annexure V to their written 
statement shows that Shri B. Neogi was Assistant sampler 
w.e.f. 21-7-61. So, it would appear that Shri B. Neogi 
had been in higher grade viz. Rs. 130 — 170 from before 
S/Shri P. I. George and M. C. Verghese were put in the 
scale of Rs. 130 — 170 as attendants. Till 26-11-62 Shri B. 
Neogi was in higher scale than S/Shri P. J. Gcoige and 
M. C. Verghese. Then Shri Neogi was further put as trainee 
in the operation of crushing plant from 21-10-61 and it 
appears iVoni Ext. W. 7 that operative trainees can he pro- 
moted as opciators directly therefrom. At a time therefore 
when Shri B. Neogi was appointed us trainee operator S/Shn 
P. J. George and M. C. Verghese were attendants in scale 
lower than Rs. 130 — 170. The principle and procedure with 
regard to promotion has been sand by the management wit- 
ness Shii Danak. The standing orders arc also there in this 
respect. Taking into consideration the facts and circums- 
tances as discussed earlici' Shri B. Ncogi's seniority as operator 
should stand Over that of S/Shri P, J. George and M. C. 
Verghese. Needless to point out that S/Shri P. J. George 
and M. C. Verghese cannot claim seniority ovei S/Shri 

C, P. V. Nair and K. M. Mishra ns they were always junior 
to them in the crushing plant. Now 1 come to the seniority 
in the case of the other 1 1 operators named in the order 
of reference. The S.K.M.S. has appended a.s annexurc Vll 
to their wiilten statement claiming what should be the order 
of seniority of all the operators. For reasons as stated 
earlier the order of seniority of S/Shri C. P. V. Nair, K. M. 
Mishra, B, Neogi, P. J. George and M. C. Verghese as fixed 
by the management cannot be touched. The order of seniority 
thereafter starting from Shri M. Madhavan down to Shii 
V. N. P. Pillai as claimed by the S.K.M.S. in the above 
.anncxiire is the same us fixed by the management and so 
the claim of the S.K.M.S. about the seniority of these eleven 
workmen is nothing doing. Shri B. Neogi has not shown 
how the seniority of the other eleven operators from Shii 

M. Madhav.an .down to Shri V. N. P, Pillai should be fixed, 
His claim that he is senior to other operators has been main- 
t.aincd except of course in the case of S/Shri C, P. V. Nair 
and K, M. Mishra as stated by me earlier. It is in the 
cvkl'icc of MW. 1 Shri Danak that S/Shri M. Madhavan, 

N. B. Saha C, J. Thankitchan, G. G. Panda, H, N. Sengnpta, 


George Verghese, J. N. Tripalhi etc. were promoted to the 
post of senior attendants from 13-1-64 and before that they 
were only conveyor attendants. Shn M. Madhavan never 
worked as conveyor attendant and he was a cianc drivci, 
in the absence of sufficient materials to the contrary from the 
side of the contesting operator Shri B. Neogi and in the 
face of the S.K.M.S. stand in the written statement with 
regard to seniority of the other eleven operators being same 
as that of the management and on consideration of the facts 
and circumstances of the case and materials on record I am 
inclined to accept the seniority of the other eleven operators 
viz. from Shri M. Madhavan down to Shri V. N. P, Pillai as 
fixed by the management. In the ultimate analysis, the order 
of seniority of the 16 crushing and screening plant operators. 
Rajhara mines of Bhilai Steel Plant is awarded as follow.s :
